The Missouri bill, as amended, 
was ordered engrossed, 97 to 
56,

voting in the affirmative and 
only 
six Northerners voting 
with the m inority.

per cent of the first contract is 
now complete.

on

CHINESE PUZZLE - 
SIMPLE SOLUTION 
Ping-pong, a recent athletic flash on the already 
flushed diplomatic scene, has been surpassed suddenly 
by frantic flashing of Chinese numbers game addicts. 
Any number can play, and indeed many do. It is rather 
like Alice’s famous causus race: no rules; everybody 
does his own thing. 
For example, who knows how many people live on 
the Chinese mainland? Figures that pop up from time 
to time range from 450-million to over 80-million. 
Even 
allowing 
for 
the vagaries of Red Guard 
head-counters, that’s a difference of almost twice the 
population of the United States. 
Then we come to the oft-mouthed line that there 
are 
2-million 
“mainlanders” 
ruling 
12-million 
“Taiwanians” (as one U.S. Senator so quaintly puts it). 
Now where all these “Taiwanians” sprung from if it 
was not from China is neatly ignored. 
Ambassador James C. H. Shene, speaking recently 
before the National Press Club, pointed out the only 
native 
Taiwanese 
are the island’s two hundred 
thousand aborigines, all the rest are Chinese. But the 
two million- twelve million games goes on, creating a 
false impression and phoney issue. 
There are some numbers that tend to get ignored in 
the fast scoring. Like the 24 refugees who stumbled 
ashore on a single day recently after braving a five-mile 
swim across Deep Bay in Hong-Kong harbor. Or the 
fact that through June of this year almost 10,000 
refugees poured out from behind the bamboo curtain - 
that’s doubling the rate of last year even after all the 
ping-pong smiles.

He says all would be rosy if Taiwan will 
just come back to Uncle Mao and Uncle Chou. They 
could be relieved of that hideous invention of the 
western capitalist world. Their problems would be 
solved like the rest of the Chinese people under the 
Red regime: they pay no income tax for one very 
simple reason — no income!

Zooming taxes appear to be crumbling the long 
standing Puritan ethic against legalized gambling. 
Special state surveys conducted among independent 
business people in the nation’s two biggest states, in 
size, welfare loads, in tax burdens, and in deficits, by 
the National Federation of Independent Business finds 
a majority now favoring state legalized gambling to 
reduce the tax bite. 
Although New York already has a state operated 
lottery and horse betting establishments, the revelation 
an $8 billion state deficit has created an apparent 
desire for the state to turn even more to gambling 
rather than taxes. 
Currently, 54 per cent say they favor “opening the 
state to legalized gambling such as Nevada now has to 
obtain additional revenue.” 
In hard pressed California, 64.8 per cent say “yes” 
to the question, “would you be in favor of State 
su|»ervixed lotteries to provide additional funds for the 
operation of staU* government to decrease taxes?” 
In California, only betting at track pari-mutual 
windows is legal. “Bookies” are illegal, largely because 
they divert the action away from the tracks where the 
state gets a percentage of the betting take. In fact, 
some claim the state’s crime rate is due to police 
facilities being engaged in cracking down on bookies 
instead of being concerned with violent types of crime. 
For a long tune, the independent business people of 
California located in the area of the race tracks raised 
protest* against horse racing on the grounds that 
people spent their money at the tracks and failed to 
pay their bills. 
Undoubtedly a great deal of tins change of attitude 
is due to the fact that huge sums go from California to 
Nevada casinos only a bare four hours away by auto, 
and minutes by air. Whenef?r a bill is introduced into 
the California legislature to o|>en some form of 


gambling in California, there is great concern in ,, 
Nevada. 
However, as all types of taxes are on the increase in 
California, the residents of that state art1 becoming 
more conscious that Nevada is operating without 
levying either a personal or corporate income tax, 
with a sales tax that cannot exceed 3V4 per cent, no 
inheritance taxes, and a property tax that is limited by 
law to $6 per $100 dollars of assessed valuation. By 
contrast, in San Francisco, for example, the sales tax is 
5 per cent, and the property tax almost $13, and there 
is a drive to enact a city income tax on top of the 
existing state income tax. 
Despite the fact that Nevada has practically no tax 
income, with most revenues coming from legalized 
gambling, it ranks 18th among the states in tax 
revenues per thousand dollars of income. New York 
and California rank at the top of the list. 
A typical comment comes from the owner of a 
California service firm who says, “Taxes are the largest 
drain on profits in small and large business. To give the 
government adequate money and still relieve the 
pressure on business tax, may I suggest a Federal 
lottery?

$2,700,000. This would be divided equally among all 
the members of Congress and the President. 
“By our figures, the penalty for every member of 
the House and Senate and the President would be 
$5,037.31. Now that isn’t a huge amount in relation to 
the $27,000,000 but if they each had to pay 
$5,037.31 at the end of the year for going this far in 
the red, we feel reasonably confident the budget would 
not only be balanced next year, but show a sizable 
surplus. 
“There’s only one hitch to this idea. It probably 
would have to be approved by Congress and President 
Nixon. It might be difficult to get their support.”
